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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are pending. 

2. In the response filed November 27, 2006, Applicants have elected the compound 
of claim 1 wherein X is an unsubstituted or substituted lower alkylene group, G 1 is an 
oxygen atom, G 2 is a carbon atom, and R 2 is a group represented by formula (3). 

3. Based upon the remarks, the species election is withdrawn. The claims are 
v examined as a whole. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 4, 5, 6, 7, and 1 0 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend upon a multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, claims 4, 5, 6, 7, and 10 have 
not been further treated on the merits. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A. It is suggested that the term "derivative" should be amended to a "compound". 

B. In the claims, the phrase " unsubstituted or substituted" is recited. What 
radicals are intended by the term "substituted"? Clarification is appreciated. 

C. In the claims, the phrase " unprotected or protected" is recited. What radicals 
are intended by the term "protected"? Clarification is appreciated. 
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7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Loeffler et al (Reference U). 

The instantly claimed compound is disclosed. At page 291 , see compound 44. 
The claims are fully met when R 1 represents an amidino group, R a represents a halogen 
atom, G 1 represents an oxygen atom, G 2 represents a carbon atom, X represents a 
substituted lower alkylene group, R 2 represents formula (1), R 3 and R 4 represents 
hydrogen. 

9. The Information Disclosure Statements filed September 2, 2004 and November 
7, 2005 have been considered. The references alone or in combination forms do not 
teach nor suggest the structurally similar compounds as the examined subject matter. 

10. Claims 8 and 9 are allowed.
